It may be I have taken the young glrl too
seriously. She may “look’ uwpon thoe stago
mercly as nodesirable business. This it un-
doubtedly fs. The socinl conditions which
hnve forced so many women to make their
own way In the world have furnished the
means, There s a great desl of eant writ-
ten abont the stage. It Is not a nursery for
young moralitios,

It Is not lkely to supersede the pulpit oas
A “moral agent,’” But [t has undoubtedly
mlvaneed, It s become as honorible as
any other of the artistie professions—musio,
painting or Iterature. The young girl, If
sho has strength to earey hersell safely in
any self-gupporting walk of life, nood never
hesitate to take up the stage as o profession.
The cant of stage perils Is every whit ns
foollsh @i the cunt of the stage o8 a moral
npgent,

Haw shall we go about it?

There is no literature of the art of aoting,
There are blographies and autoblographies
by the wscore. They may throw a lttle
light on the secret of the stage success, but
it 18 a confured and unsatisfactory way ol
gotting an education in the art of ucting.
Alter all one learny to act by acting.

There have been two wavs of proparing
far the stoge. One  has but  to begin.
There was the early strengih, the continnous
losson of dally work on the stage, to tha
passige from the chryotis of the chorus to
the butterfly fame of the prima donna.
Then' agaln, people have gone about it In
Just the opposite fashion. Al the prelim-
fnery work—the years of study and culture—
has been done In private.  The artist has
made her first appearance at the top. I
tan’t aee that much is o Le sald to the ad-
vantage of elther method.  Only this T be-
lleve Is trup: The practical school of the
theater has produced the truly great artists.
T'he opera singer has usually combined the
two methods; she has galned her musical
culture In the school and the stage makes
her an actress,

I do not think uny one can give any valld
ndvice to an asplrant for stage success. The
wiy to succeed i to succeed, and no Indi-
yidual case ean be sot up for a model.

People of scrious Intellects, who always
want to know why they are amusod, are
much given to bomoaning the fact that
beanuty I8 such an Important part of a sue-
vossful artist's cquipment, But it I8 the
artist herself who is the canvas on whiech
Ehe palnts,  One might ag well quarrel with
the painter for desiring the bost materials,
Bome one says that beauty s genins—on the
loge, There s a half truth in the remuork.
At all events beauty is the most eMeient ald
talent can have.

These thoughts are desultory. Parhaps
they iHustrate the reason why there is no
Hberation of the actor's art, an art o lu-
slve, S0 dependent on personality that it
defies all technleal definitions.

"It doesn't sepm to be an easy 1fe,'" the
typleal young girl romarks rather gloomily,

Tmdeed (t is not. But then It {8 a lfe
full of color and the excitement wiiioh s
Inevitable from all creative or interpretativa
urt.

“And the rewards, Miss Ruswsell?"

And whon the young girl asks this ques-
tlon, I think It all over—the hard work, the
Interest, the trivmph, the gecluslon, and 1
might nlmost gay the exclusion of the artist's
life. Yes, the rewards aré great, but one
pays o great prico. The artist whose me-
dinm_jun her voles, her beauty, in a word
hersell, Ig forced to lead a life of seclusion.
She excludes the Nippancles of sociely, the
“Sole de vivre,” everything which might
tend to Impalr the charm of her art me-
dium,

There are, no anchorites nowadays? My
doar and typleal young girl friend, you will
find aun anchorite hidden under the splendid
slige gayety of every artist. She cannot
afford to Indulge In the dissipations of o
clety, She cannot afford to fritter away
her charm In little pleasures. In nlmost
all eases her home lfe s that of a recluse,
her Hife on the stage, a trivmph it miay be,
but an arduous triomph.

gard than anything else. Yet 1 am quite
positive that all will agree with e that
there Is less known about the child and

less attention given to his care than Lo any-
thing else, writes Prof. Oscar Chrisman in
the February Forum. In order to make It
possible that the parent, the tegehor, the
physiclan, the minfster, the merchant, may
know how to treat the child it is necessary
that the chill be studied, analyzed-—eata-
logued, one might say. It scems to me
thut fhe best way to do this fa to train
voung men and young women in our colleges
and schools in the study of the child, and so
send ont a number of people into the variony
walks of life who can get “'into’ the lfe of
the ehild. I this study is sclontifically and
properly earried on there Is no doubt in my
mind hut that It will revolutionize all the
present methods of approach to the ohild.
I predict that some of my readers will live
long encugh to wonder how it was possible
for colleges and universitles to have existed
so long, and to have differentiated so many
departments of study ond yet fto Yuve
walted almost till the boeglnning of the
twentleth century to create a department
of study which ig—shall I say—worth more
than oll the others put together? They will
live to seo the day when the science of the
ehlld will have taught the world more in
fifty years about the child than the world
learned during the precoding 5,000 years.

A young woman, Mlss Fay Fuller of Ta-
coma, & dnughter of an editor of that city,
has recently actomplished the perilous feat
of elimbing Mount Tacoma, Amerlea’s most
difficult peak. It Is a grim old hill, tower-
ing 14,444 hent high, with glaclers extending
fur up its base.

It took four days to manage the first 7,000
foct of ascent over dangerous streams and
through dense forests. although the party,
conslating of three gentlemen and a gulde,
Lesides Miss  Fuller, was on  horseback.
After that they procecded on foot, as the
way was too rongh and wild for horses, At
14,000 feet the wind blew a hureleane. Cre-
vasges blg enough to drop a house into were
crosmed,

The summit, when reached,
to be about two miles across,

was found

Standing on  the top, says the Han
Franclseo  Chronicle, the adventurous
¢limbers could see below them two large
craters, looking lke iminense bowls, with
w central, common rim. The big erater wis
three-fourths of a mile neross. Hoth were
filled with snow and fce, with the rim

around the bare rocks rising In places sixty
fest. The steam kept the rocks bare. Com-
ing down from the summit, where they
could hardly stand, because of the flerce
wind, they took shelter In the crater and
exnmined the 'steam ‘Jets, These looked
like a row of bLolling teakettles along the
ridge. The party sat on the rocks and were
soon damp with the molsture and parboiled
by the heat, and it was obligatory, as ever,
to move on agaln.''

The party passed the night on the sum-
miit before beginning the descent, which
was more perilous than the upward climb,
Of this night spent in the shelter of the blg
crater Miss Fuller says: “Two blankets
over us #eemed little protection, Through
the small opening In the cave wo  could
witeh the stars and meteors and hear the
awful avalanches roaring down the moun-
taln sldes, 1 was the only one who could
sleep, When we woke our shoes were frogen
sU and had to be thawed out In the steam,
The blankets were ley."

Miss Fuller is the first woman to attempt
thin feat, dnd few men have cared to risk
it: of these few still fewer have wocom-
plished it.

¢el or retire Gny wmore of the United States
legal tender notes (greenbacks), and when
any of sald notes may be redeemed or be
received inta the treasury under any law,
from any source whatever, and shall belong
to the United States, they shall not be re-
tired, canceled or destroved, but they shall
he issued and paid out mgain, amd kept in
cireulation, provided that nothing herein
shall prohibit the canceilation or destruction
of mutilated notes and the Issuance of other
notes of like denomination In thelr stead,
as now provided by law. All acts and parts
of ncts In confllet herewith are hereby re-
pealed,  Approved May 31, 1578,

At the date of this act there was a little
aver $346,000,000 of these legal tender green-
backs yet ouistanding.
